Cars Peaceable Moderator , br 
Plain Conſiderations for ſatisfattHon to the diſaffected to our ' Common- 
Prayers, ln the Preface, _ ſtumble much at our Book of Common 
Prayers; and ſomeof them, I take to be Chriſtians , honeſt , 
moderate, well-meaning People, and have found by experience much 
of their difaffeCtion to it doth lye- upon their miſtake ' chrough 1gno- 
rance, not peeviſh wilfulneſs. - After all our Preaching and InſtruQti- 
oh, and Exhortations in behalf of the Common Prayer, we donot find 
that ſucceſs which we uſe to have m other matters, and which we 
might expect, if their prejudice were not ſo —_— in them, 
and too mighty for us. The difficulty is great , ule the guilt of 
People is great. Where People have often ſinned any Sin, the harder 
it is to repent : And how often have may been preſent at theſe Prayers ? 
Yet, 1 fear, ſcarce ever prayed heartily and acceptably. ' Apain , 
Sins deſcending from- Parents to their' Children, are harder to be 
worked but of them; *but prejudices againſt this Worſhip have been 
tranſmitted down from Parents, and as it were entailed upon ſome 
Families : So that there is as little hopes of gaining them over, as for 
bringing Men off from the Religion of their Anceſtours; which com- 
monly proves unſucceſsful.

much longer at C hurch.than_ on ſome Holy Dayes And on: the 
Lord's Day there are few that wall. come to the Prayers, to be-pre- 
{ent at the whole Service, many hard * qr" ainſt them, tome 
reviling them, as the Malſs- , Popiſh, Superſiitious will Wor- 
ſhip , Prayers of courſe a cold dead piece of Formality. There 
are ſo many Objections, Scruples, and Cavils againſt it,, as dulland 
tediuus for the length of it; as a Form of others making, and not the 
Miniſters owu; as. Book-Prayers lighted by the vulgar upon that 
account, who fay they can read the Common Prayer as well as the 
Parſon, ; againſt the Reſponſes, though uſed among- the Jews and 
Primityve Chriſtians ; againſt the ſhort Prayers, and Hymns read 
(and dot ſung,) diſuſed both in our other Devotions, more common- 
ly but one continued Prayer without ony intermixture ; againſt ſome 
thin cenſured as vain Repetitions ; and againſt the Ceremonies uſed 
in the Worſhip. 'As to particular exceptions you may find 'enough, 
if not more thart enough'in the Grand e between the Conformilts 
and Nouconformiſts : How theſe prejudices may be in a great mea- 
{ure abated; and. taken away , I all how 4 the benefit of Union , 
That a Comprehenſion of the more and moderate Difſenters 
right do it in rime. . 

Evils of | this Prejudice. 

Firſt, 1t is the cauſe of the ſcandalous abuſe and profanation of Ho- * 
ly Dayes:, If People were unprejudiced,, an. Hour ſpent | in devout 
Prayer and Praiſes, due Attention ynto the Word of God, and ſome- 
time in good inſtruction of Youth, and Explication upon the Church- 
Carechilme , or Expofition of the Epiſtle and Goſpel of the Day, 
would turn to ſome good account ; and the Evening Service uſed to, 
as appointed on Holy Dayes ;. but prejudice mars and hinders all (his 
from raking effeft, and makes our Holy-Dayes uſeleſs in many P4- 
riſhes, a loſs and hindrance rather than advantage to Religioa.

And is it nothing for to many People in many Pariſhes to loſe the be- 
nefit of half God's folemn Worſhip? Nodoubt but they are highly 
guilty before God, and will be found fo at that day , when Sins 
which the World counts light of, ſhall appear in their juſt weight of 
Guilt according to the Word of God. Again Secondly, Ir occaſions 
much diſhonour to God on his own day , by reafon es great 
unprofitableneſs in this Duty ; many prelent at. it , ing ſuch a 
carelels Spirit, as if they were not worſhipping God; doing any thing 
rather than that: Some waiting with great ampatience, until the 
Prayers be at an end, as if there wereno to be gotten by them. 
How is itto be expected , that ir ſhould be done to edifying , uncil 
Peoples prejudices be removed ? That their Hearts ſhould be right and 
_ devuut in a Worthip, which their minds are not recancil'd unto ? 
They mult be brought to ſorme good _ as a tryeand ſound 
Worſhip of God, tuch as God will own, they will ſerve God 
with the Internal Acts of Devotion, be Spiritual and acceptable with 
him in his Worſhip. And if it be little to you uyort this Worſhip: 
or lole the benefit of it when you do perform it h raying as if 
you proy's not, and fo you may expect that God ſhould has if he 
heard not, and = ou a cold Anſwer to ſuch cold and faint Requeſts ; 
And it is to be rat) that the lukewarmneſs and indiffe rency of ma- 
ny (not the worſt of Chriſtians) in this Worſhip will hardly conſiſt 
with their Evrepting emu, much leſs attain rhe ends of Devotion.

Then People wilt profit niore, 
when prejudice is abated 3* and be aſhamed to-carry-themſelves fo 
negligently, and conte uſly, as before ; and-the whole Worſhip 
of God, the Prayers and Office of the Desk as well as of the Pulpit be 
done to Edifying, not claſhing one againſt another, nor contending for 


_ - the Pre-eminence ; Holy-Dayes of the Churches appointment by thar 


means will be more improved, as Peoples prejudices _ the Ser- 
vice ſhall ceaſe or decay ; and we may hope to ſee the worſhip- 
ped in the Beaury of Holyneſs, and tomewhat like the Zeal and De- 
votion, Grace and Spirit which the Primitive Chriſtians manifeſted in 
their tormsof Frayer-: Whereas now we bear. only or chiefly a'Con- 
formity to.them in the External Modes 'of our Worſhip, while we 
have loſt the. inward Life, and keep the Form of their Godly (Prayers 
without that Power aud Spiritual - Aﬀection which they had ; as 
Tertullian tells us, . Beſieging Ged with their Prayers , as it were pier- 
cing the Heavens to the_Throne.of Grace, doing Violence unto it, to 
take Heaven, or Heavenly and Spiritual Bleſſings by force. We are 
told too, how forward the Primitive Chriſtians uſed-to be, and earneſt 
to be-preſent ar the Deginning of their Worſhip, with Sighs and Tears 
in their Eyes, manifeſting their Internal and unfeigned Devotion. And 
if Peoples prejudices ſhould once be overcome, and they come to any 
good Appetite ro this Spiritual Fdod, they would be as ſure to-come
